“RED STAR OVER CUBA” 


You probably noted that our 
government has finally recog- 
nized that Fidel Castro’s 
regime in Cuba is communist- 
dominated. The President 
extended refugee aid to the 
escapees from Castro’s Ked 
island. Most of these refugees 
are congregated in Miami, 
which is coming to he known 
as a ‘little Berlin’ - a ref- 
erence, of course, to the 
thousands who pour into \hest 
Berlin each month from com- 
munist East Germany. 

But evidently none of this 
has any meaning to certain 


influential Americans. They 
are influential because many 
of them are in a position to 
poison the minds of their 
fellow citizens, particularly 
young college students, about 
the Red conspiracy right in 
our own Wester Hemisphere. 
For instance, a book re- 
cently appeared which can 
have only one purpose — to 
hoodwink us about the true 
nature of Fidel Castro and 
his regime in Cuba. According 
to this book, Castro is a 
great hero; his Hed revolu- 
tion is a tremendous success, 








and he has made the Cubans 
(these are the author’s words) 
‘enormously happy.’ Presum- 
ably that is why they are 
pouring into Miami -to escape 
from being ‘enormously happy. ’ 

Of course any American has 
a right to defend Castro and 
his revolution. However, the 
important point is this. If 
the book had been written by 
a communist, we would know it 
for what it is. But it wasn’t. 
It was written by a professor at 
Columbia University. He learn- 
ed all about Cuba and Castro 
by flying around in a heli- 
copter with him for three 
whole days! 

This Columbia professor is 
also one of the sponsors of 
an outfit called the Fair 
Play for Cuba Committee. Some

long records of membership in 
Red fronts. It is organizing 
all over the country, espe- 
cially among college students. 
We can conclude from this 
that the whitewash of Castro, 
and the brainwash of Americans 
about Castro, is under way. 
Perhaps the best antidote to 
this latest poison is another 
brand new book. It is called 
RED STAR OVER CUBA.* Unlike 
the Columbia professor’s 
whitewash, it is completely 
documented. It is a shocking 
story. And its author, Nath- 
aniel Weyl, knows from the 
inside what he is talking 
about. He was once a member 
of the same communist cell as 
Alger Hiss. He charges — and 
proves — that Castro was a 
trusted Soviet agent as long 
as ten years ago.

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kuhee bees Harry ‘Bridges. 
Hallinan, perhaps, is even 
better known as the vice- 
presidential candidate eight 
years ago on the communist- 
dominated Progressive Party 
ticket. One of the most in- 
teresting of the original 
sponsors of this pro-Castro 
outfit is a gentleman named 
Kenneth Tynan. He is a Brit- 
sh drama critic who also 
worked for an American maga- 
zine. He got a lot of pub- 
licity a while ago by putting 
on a big TV show in England. 
The show was supposed to give 
Britishers a picture of the 
United States. He had two 
dozen Americans telling Eng- 
lishmen about. America and, as 
the New York Daily News said 


at the time, their assembled 
beefs added upto: ‘The United 
States stinks.’ This was not 
surprising, since among Mr. 
Tynan’s so-called ‘authori- 
ties’ on America were Dalton 
Trumbo, the left-wing screen- 
writer who served a jail term 
for contempt of Congress, and 
of all people, Alger Hiss. 
More recently, besides spon- 
soring this committee to make 
us love Castro, Mr. Tynan has 
been repaying American hos- 
pitality by trying to tear to 
pieces the Senate Internal 
Security Committee. Its ter- 
rible crime? It asked him 
some questions about his 
odd activities. 

So it would be well if we 
are on guard against propaganda 
emanating from this group 
with the innocent- sounding 
name of Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee. Its avowed purpose 
is to distribute literature, 
motion pictures, supply 
speakers, hold rallies and 
sponsor all-expense tours of 
Castro’s Cuba. Undoubtedly 
one of its major pieces of 
ammunition will be this 
‘Castro-is-a-wonderful guy’ 
diatribe by its member, Pro- 
fessor Mills of Columbia 
University. All this, of 
course, is within the rights 
of the committee and the pro- 
fessor. But it is also within 








the rights of the rest of us 
to know what is going on, who 
is behind it, and what kind 
of so-called ‘education’ such 
professors are feeding to 
college students. 

There is something reminis- 
cent about these attempts ‘to 
brainwash Americans on the 
dangerous Red conspiracy at 
our front door in Cuba. The 
same kind of job was done 
back in the ’forties for the 
Chinese communists. In that 
earlier propaganda job, books 
were a very important weapon. 
They poured from the presses, 
written by supposed experts 
on the Far East. Their gener- 
al purpose was to sell us on 


the idea that the Chinese 
Reds were not Reds at all; 
that they were patriots and 
reformers. As each book ap- 
peared, it got glowing reviews 
in all the leading review 
journals. There were at least 
22 such books, nearly every 
one of which got big puffs in 
places like the New York 
Times Sunday Book Review and 
other review journals. At the 
same time a mere handful of 
books — about seven — which 
told the truth about the Ked 
Chinese, were uniformly panned 
or ignored by these same jour- 
nals. It will be interesting 
to see if we are in for the 
same old job on the Cuban Reds. 


MISLEADING RECOMMENDATIONS 


Speaking of books, here is 
an example of how misleading 
can be the modern ‘iiberal’ 
domination of an outstanding 
review journal. There is no 
question that the N.Y. Times 
Sunday Book Review exerts a 
great influence on many read- 
ers, and on the book trade 
itself. Kach December, the 
Times Sunday Book Review com- 
piles a list of outstanding 
books of the year as a guide 
for Christmas buying. This 
year’s list is intriguing not 
so much because of its con- 
tents, but because of what it 


omits. Many readers of this 
newsletter are familiar with 
the publication ALL-AMERICAN 
BOOKS which reviews pro-Amer- 
ican, anti-leftist books often 
ignored by the ‘liberal’ press. 
Well, the Times Sunday Book 
Review, under the categories 
of American and World Af- 
fairs, recommends some 35 
books as outstanding. But it 
does not include a single 
volume reviewed by ALL- 
AMERICAN BOOKS. 

Of course, there is bound 
to be disagreement among re- 
viewers as to which books are 
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outstanding and which are not. 
But we certainly have cause 
to wonder about the Times’ 
selections. For example, it 
includes a book about FDR by 
a ‘liberal’ Harvard pundit, 
another extolling the virtues 
of greater presidential power 
by an early New Dealer, still 
another by the brother of 
Senator Kennedy. This is quite 
all right, but the Times man- 
aged to pass over as though 
they did not exist such out- 


standing volumes, to name 
just a few, as Krasnov’s THE 
HIDDEN RUSSIA, Campaigne’s 
AMERICAN MIGHT AND SOVIET 
MYTH, and Goldwater’s CON- 
SCIENCE OF A CONSERVATIVE. 
The latter has been on the 
Times Sunday Book Review’s 
own best-seller list for 23 
solid weeks, but presumably 
is not considered ‘outstand- 
ing’ in the same way as a 
long, boring tome by a New 
Deal professor.

BEAR AND DRAGON: What Is 
the Relation Between Moscow 
and Peking? James Burnham, 
Editor, 46 pages, National 
Review & American-Asian Edu- 
cational Exchange, N.Y. ,$1.00 
The propaganda mills on Red 
China are grinding again —and 
grinding hard. The latest in 
a long series of assaults on 
our minds, with the purpose 
of inducing us to take either 
the Red Bear or the Red Dragon 
to our bosoms, is the spur- 
ious idea of a major break 
between Red China and Soviet 
Russia. In one version, we 
are supposed to recognize the 
Communist Chinese, and back 
their admission to the UN so 


that when there occurs the 
so-called inevitable conflict 
between the Russian and Chin- 
ese Red rulers, the latter 
will be on our side. Or, so 
that all angles are covered, 
the Red Russians will turn to 
us for aid against the Red 
Chinese. In either case, God 
help us! 

The insidious nature of this 
newest (remember when the 
Chinese communists were mere- 
ly ‘agrarian reformers?’ ) 
propaganda gimmick stems from 
the fact that so few Ameri- 
cans are well-informed on the 
history and background of Red 
aims and techniques in both 
China and Russia. It is upon 





this ignorance, or lack of 
interest, that the communists 
depend. For there is excellent 
reason to believe that the 
tales about the seeming cleav- 
age between the two Red regimes 
really originate in Moscow. 
Whatever differences may 
actually exist — and it would 
be strange indeed if there 
were none -are differences of 
degree and not of substance. 
This is amply and eloquently 
proved in BEAR AND DRAGON 
by Mr. Burnham and nine dis- 
tinguished authors who are 
authorities on Russia and the 
Far East. The American-Asian 
Educational Exchange, in co- 
operation with National Re- 
view, published this essential 
symposium originally as a 
supplement to the magazine.

PROVINCE OR COLONY OF UN? 


“International government, under the United Nations and 
its multilateral treaties, is totalitarian... The ultimate 
fact that must be recognized is that the possession of sov- 
ereignty in the people (as in the United States) is the only 
thing that distinguishes a state or nation from a province, 
colony, municipality or dependency of a state or nation. 

“If the sovereignty of the United States or people thereof 
is forfeited and relinquished through treaty or voluntary 
acquiescence in one way or another, the United States becomes 
then in effect a province or dependency of the United Na- 
tions. In the ultimate, if the people of the United States 
are no longer sovereign in fact, and they can no longer con- 
trol or exercise sovereign rights, then they have obviously 
gone back to where they were before the War of the Revolu- 
tion when their sovereignty was fully exercised by Great 
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Britain, and the enactment of law and taxation without repre- 
sentation was a reality. 

“The question restated is this: Are we to become provinces 
or colonies again, this time under the aegis of world gov- 
ernment, or are we to remain free and independent, with 
sovereignty remaining in the people of this country and gov- 
ernment existing under a delegation and limitation of powers?”
